Eruption of Vesuvius, 

(Correspondence of the London Tlraos.) 

Naples, Nov. 20. 
As yet I have done scarcely moro than 
note the fact of tho eruption of Vesuvius, 
tint so much has it increased sinco Wed- 
nesday iast, nnd so niarvellonsly beautiful 
is the spectacle, that it merits a more 
detailed report. Unliko tho^e terriGc 
displays which- we have had at times, and 
which cease with one great effort, this is 
a lava eruption increasing ever in force 
and bounty, nnd promising a duration of 
some weeks, if not nioaths. If so — and 
it is tho opinion of thoso most exper- 
ienced in these matters — all the world 
may see it as soon as the groundless feurs 
as to tho state of Naples havo vanished. 
For tho first one or two nights the moun- 
tain was modest enough in its demonstra- 
tions — tongues of Qre shot up to aunounce 
its internal agitation, and a thin stream 
of lava trickled down behind in the direc- 
tion gF Ottajant, which l ; es on the south- 
east side of Vesuvius. Some friends who 
went up there early gave a vague idea of 
the scene, and spoke of eight er ten new 
craters, being no more than so many Ds- 
sures opened l >y the explosive force of the 

u&d character f.'itfrday to day. For -ihv 
last two or threo nights, however, the 
scene has been as grand a3 can well be 
conceived ; but, before giving details, let 
rue describo the actual state and appear 
anco of the mountain. Siuce December, 
1 861, it has been almost quiescent, with 
the exception of one or two sulky and 
uncertain puffe, and our clear blue atmos- 
phere has ceased to bo marked with the 
spiral columns of smoko. On tlio very

Still 
there is nothing like mounting to tho top, 
so let us be off ; jut, better still, suppose 
it to havo boen done, and that last night. 
Giovanni Cozzolini was' our guido, who, 
by virluo of having accompanied Hum- 
boldt and many of tho scientific and liter- 
ary men of the ago, expects his own name 
to ba enrolled in literary annals. Ho 
is, however, a very safe and intelligent 
guido. Thero was no incident to mark 
until we got to tho foot of the main cone, 
when we heard tho thundor of tho moun- 
tain and fell tho shocks as ef an earth- 
quake at every effort made to disgorge 
the liquid firo.

ient shower of stones: and, secondly, to 
obtain a hotter view of tho main stream, 
which was fed, not only by the great 
crater, but hy another orifice opened out- 
side, about 20 feet in diameter. From 
this spot the stream of living fire, full iiO 
to 30 feet in width, poured down to the 
bottom of the mouutain rupidly where it 
it met with no obstacles, and where it 
did, struggle energetically until it carried 
everything before it. To the edge of the 
crater it was impossible to npproach; the 
heat was scorching; and what would have 
been the consequences hud the lava boiled 
over and came down upon us ? It wus 
difficult, therefore, to form any fair esti- 
mate of its size, hut one might have sup- 
posed that it was not over 70 fret in di- 
ameter. It was not a moment, however, 
for figures, when naturo was exhibiting 
her power in one of its grandest forms. 
There was a roar and a shock, and then 
shot forth flames and stones full 1,000 
feel in height, at intervals of from one to 
five seconds, according to tho watch of 
one of the party. Tnese tremendous con- 
vulsions wero repeated, and then came 
the descending shower, composed of 
stones of various sizes, some certainly 
half a ton in weight, judging by the bulk
